longer conceal her identity sho said that-she 
desired to continue her present life; and 
would not go home. Colonel Churchill iu the 
meantime had telegraphed to tho girl's uncle, 
Dr. Vau Walzah, at Torre Hauto, to como 
over here and get her, and she consented to 
go there.

In an interview, Mary tells how sho left 


home, but positively refuses to state why she 
left. She says: "Well, don't make a sensa- 
tion of it and I'll tell you. I know that father 
aud mother would bo back from their driva 
about 7:30, and knew that in order to get 
away I would have to leavo home by that 
time or a little before. When tho hired girl 
came iu with tbo baby I went over to Lucas 
avenue to look at "Tho Chimes" to see what 
the right time was. Tho clocks ia the house 
were not running correctly, and I was afraid 
to trust them, 1 knew I was noticed, and tho 
only thing that has made me mad was tho 
story that got out that I wont over to moot 
Mr. Caldwell.

It was learned that ho 


was drinking most of the day and untlj 
midnight at tho house of tho young wonmu 
whom bQ.called his private secretary, Miss 
Lena Bender, ,-.His private relations with 
her have been food for gossip and an open 
scandal for years. 
He has boen known, 


when under the influence of liquor to pass 
days and weeks together at her house, which 
is just across the Motawk river, in Deorfleld, 
not going to his homo in the interval.^ Miss 
Bonder went to his private offlco in tho 
morning at 10 and her screams at finding bis 
body, gave the flrst intimation ot his death, 
which; may havo occurred hours earlier, as 
tho corpse wascold. Her cries that "Her 
darting was dead" and ""Why did I ever 
doubt 
him," aro 
hold 
to 
indicate 


that sho and 
Johnson 
had quarrelled. 


Her 
brother 
John 
says 
ho 
ac- 


companied Johnson from their honse at 
midnight, bo not being in a condition to go 
alone;-'' He/' took him to the office, whore ho 
sh-at'himself in; The private offlco is six- 
teen feet .square, with a bedroom seven feet 
square 'in one corner. On the walls of tho 
main room tho nude in art is illustrated by 
two full' length figures. Valuable papers 
and checks lay upon tho desk. A decanter 
with 
cut-glass 
ware 
and 
other evi- 


dences of free living were noticeable. A 
single shelf above the writing-desk was filled 
with books, tho -'Decameron," tho "Hep- 
tameron," tho holy bible, and . the "Confes- 
sions of Rousseau," standing in the order 
named. A woman's needlework was on the 
buffet. - Tho body lay prone on its back, fully 
dressed; the bullet wound being straight 
through tho heart, from under the loft breast. 
Appearances indicated that not a muscle had 
moved after tho shot had been fired. A work 
on anatomy lying opoii ou the desk at a pago 
showing the position of the heart indicates 
that Johnson had studied how to make his 
work sure. 


A prosa correspondent interviewed Miss 


Bender, whose statement is that sho was late 
in going to .the office in the morning, and it 
was not'until''about 9:45 that she reached tho 
room. Upon opening tho door the first thing 
that met her gaze was tho'form ot Mr. Johu- 
souonthobed. Sho saw a revolver on the 
door by the side of the bod,"'and Mr. John- 
son's ghastly white face and motionless body 
told her tho story.''She uttered a cry and 
gentlemen in in other ofilces on the floor 
come, '.to her assistance.' "Wednesday Mr. 
Johnson was much depressed by the kUUug 
of Itis'-nephew, and later he said to Miss 
Bonder: "Do you want another Johu Lynch 
case hero!" .- 
' 


Sho replied: "What do you mean? Aro 


you'threatening to kill yourself.'"

Miss Bonder says she theu hid his revolver. 


In conversation afterword Mr. Johnson said: 
"I liave , handled flroarrns for years, and 
would know how to kill myself. Tbo-cloan- 
ost way is to stick a penknife into the neck 
and pierce tho artery and lot tho blood run 
into tho throat." 


Miss Bender stated that in looking over the 


papers in tho office she found one written by 
Mr Johnson which read: "I myself have done 
this thing. Please ask no questions about it." 
She said to him, "You are going to do some- 
thing to wound somebody." Ho replied, 
"Well," very slowly, and added, after somo 
hesitation, "I guess uot." 
The post mortem 


conducted by Dr. Booth disclosed that the 
bullet passed directly through tho heart and 
lodged in tho spinal column. 


Mr. Johnson was a son of tho lato A. B. 


Johnsoni-bonker, and 53 years of age. He 
was ,»<-gracluate of Hobart college. 
His 


brothers were tho lato Alexander S. Johnson, 
circuit judge of tho United States; Gen. 
Charles A. Jehnsou, of New York; and w. 
C Johnson, of Newburyport, Mass. A sister 
is the wife of C. E. "Williams, United States 
consul at Calios. 
Another .is Mrs. J. L. 


Lynch,, of this city. His .widow is a daughter 
of "Ward'Hunt, retired justice of the United 
States supreme court, who, with four chil- 
dren, the youngest under 20 years, sur- 
vives him;-'f He was a Uepubbcan 
of 


the'"Stalwart faction and a .close friend 
of "Roscoe "Conkling. 
He 
was 
a dele- 


gate in the Cincinnati convention which 
nominated Mr. Hayes, and hod boon for 
years a member ot the Now York Republi- 
can state committee. He had operated ei- 
tonsivPly'in stocks/and is said to havo mot 
considerable losses lately. He was a member 
of the Fort Schuyler club. His family and 
social connections were ot tho flrst m Utica. 
His residence in Gonesee street was large 
and elegantly appointed, and only his pe- 
culiarities havo prevented its bomg one ol 
tho happiest homes in Utica. He was con- 
scious-pf his -failings, and after a periodical 
spreo has been heard to wish himself dead. 


Miss Bender says that Johnson had been 


despondent for ton days and frequently dis- 
cussod with her different methods of suicide. 
Over a year ago ho showed her prussic acid, 
which ha intimated he might use. Sho got it 
away from him by biting his hand, and 
threw it into tho lire. Sho says hor exclama. 
tion on discovering him dead was not "Why 
did 
I over 
doubt him!" 
but "Why 


did I lot him loavo us?'—meaning that ho 
was not kept nt hor house over night. She 
says his business affairs- were always kept 
carefully posted up,1 and as she kept all of his 
accounts sho knows he was uot in financial 
distress. His interest in tho Haskoll mnlti- 
chorgo gun was large, and he was perfectly 
satisfied that In its future wei-o largo for- 
tunes.
